He pointed out that the Swarajists were 
pledged to put an end to diarchy, which 
they would not be able to do if they took 
office, as they would not consider it honest 
to accept office, which was at present in 
the Governor's gift and turn it into an 
instrument of obstruction.

over rations payments.

EXPENSES OF MEDICAL 
CERTIFICATION. 


With reference to a statement circulated 
yesterday, to the effect that the Free State 
Government had decided to stop, as from the 
end of this month, its £50,000 grant for the 
medical certification of insured persons under 
the ‘National Health Insurance Scheme for 


‘sickness and disablement benefits, Sir Joseph 


Glynn, Chairman of the National Health 
Insurance Commission, told an /rish Times 
reporter yesterday that the State grant 
from which the Ivish doctors were paid for 
the issue of medical certificates to insured 
persons, was granted in 1913 as an equivalent 
to the State grants in Great Britain in aid 
of medical benefit. These grants in Great 
Britain were stopped in the spring of 1922, 
and the Government of. Northern Ireland also 
stopped the State grant for medical certifica- 
tion in their area. 

With the disappearance of the grant in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, the 
matter was also considered by the Free State 
authorities. The Insurance Commission, how- 
ever, felt that a very: serious position would 
arise if the cost of certification was placed on 
the funds of approved societies, and, as a 
result of their representations to the Govern- 
ment, the grant was continued for the years 
1922 and 1923; but the Government recently, 
in pursuance.of their policy of retrenchment, 
informed the Commissioners that. the State 
could no longer provide the grant for certifi- 
cation, and that. the money would have to 
be provided from other sources. 

The Commissioners, in the autumn of 1923, 
took actuarial advice as to how the 
of the Government could be met, and negotia- 
tious. are .at present pending between. the 
Commissioners and the | oe am on the one side

GIRL .POISONER. 


END Of SENSATIONAL TRIAL 
IN VIENNA.

No criminal trial that has taken place here 
fo: many years past has been followed with 
such intense interest as one which ended, 
when Milica Virkobrankovics, a beautiful 
girl of 22, was sentenced to 34 years’ im- 
prisonment for attempted murder. 

Milica is an ex-schoolmistress, and is said 
to belong to an ancient princely family. She 
was accused of having attempted to poison, 
by. white lead, the wife and two sons of a

The accused mixed over 
one pound,of white lead with flour and sugar 
bought. for the household. so that all the 
members. of the family fell seriously ill.

Hane Auli, a German ex-officer, at 
present a bank clerk in Dortmund, and the 
first. witness to be heard, gave sensational 
evidence. He stated that. in 1897 his brother 
(mow: dead) was an. officer in the German 
Army, stationed at. Dortmund, where he 
mixed freely with German naval officers, 
among whom the incident which had occurred 
in connection with the voyage’ of the 
Hohenzollern were the common subject of 
discussion. His brother had repeated the 
stories in question to him. 

According to bis version, a certain Lieu- 
‘tenant von Hahnke was on intimate terms 
with the. Emperor. One day on board the 
Hotienzcllern the Kaiser was laughing and 
joking with his officers. He was apparently 
the worse for drink, stated the witness, 
and was behaving quite freely. ‘Lhe Raiser 
appeared to have been tickling Lieutenant 
von Hahnke, who retaliated by playfully slap- 
ping the Kaiser’s face. 

‘lhe Emperor's attitude changed instantly. 
He sprang to his feet, and left the room with- 
out addressing another word to the lieutenant. 
That afternoon Lieutenant von Hahnke met 
with his end. There was some talk at the 
time of a “Court of Honour,’’ which was 
stated to have ordered the young officer to 
atone with his life for the insult which he had 
offered to his Emperor: 

The witness’s brother told him that there 
could be no question regarding the manner in 
which Lieutenant von Hahnke died. He 
landed from the Hohenzollern and took a cycle 
to the top of an incline ending at the summit 
of a cliff. Then, mounting the machine, von 
Hahnke allowed it to carry him over the edge 
of the cliff to his doom. 

Count Klatam-Gallarmund, formerly a naval 
officer, and for nine years attached to the 
Kaiser's personal staff, denied the truth of 
the story. 

The Kaiser, he stated, met with an accident 
to his eye on the day in question while 
walking on the promenade deck of the Hohen- 
zollern. It was a windy day and a apar struck 
the Emperor’s head, wounding his eye. 

Lieutenant von Hahnke, the witness main- 
tained, met his death accidentally. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that the 
Kaiser had caused a memorial to be erected 
on the scene of the tragedy, and made a 
speech when it was unveiled. This, he said, 
was quite an extraordinary mark of favour. 

The defence then applied for permission to 
read translations of articles concerning the 
case, which were said to have appeared some 
years ago in 7'ruth, but this was refused in 
the absence of original copies of the paper.

CONFERENCE PROMISES 


UNEASINESS OF OVERSEAS 
PRIME MINISTERS, 


The Times in a leading article observes :— 
On the eve of his departure from our shores 
Mr. Massey, the veteran Prime Minister of 
New Zealand, has shown that he shares in 
some measure the uneasiness for the fate of 
the resoluthons of the Imperial Conference 
which General Smuts expressed in Johannes- 
burg at the end of last week. This feeling is 
intelligible in the circumstances, but we trust 
and believe that it will prove to be unfounded. 
The British Government which was in office 
during the Conference has fallen, but the 
promises which it made in the name of the 
nation to the sister nations of the Dominions 
are pledges not less solemm and binding than 
treaty obligations entered into by Mimisters 
with a foreign State. Promises of both 
classes need, of course, ratification by Par- 
liament, but Parliament, we have little doubt, 
will approach such promises to the Dominions 
in the spirit in which it would approach en- 
gagements similarly given by a fallen 
Administration to another Power. 

In all ordinary conditions it would feel 
morally bound. to confirm and to execute 
undertakings entered into by the Ministers of 
the Crown. The obligation is strong even 
when the other parties to a convention are 
strangers. It is stronger when they are our 
fellow-subjects. The Dominion Prime Minis- 
ters at these Imperial Conferences represent 
their countries, not the parties in those 
countries which happen to be in power. Their 
British colleagues are in the same position. 
It has seemed useful to state with some ful- 
ness the anxieties of the two Dominion Prime 
Ministers, although we shall refuse to share 
them until there is irrefragable evidence that 
they have some solid foundation. Evidence 
of the sort does not appear to exist at pre- 
sent. There has been wild talk in floods 
about all kinds of questions, but that is a 
common ¢éxtravagance at “election times. 
There is strong common-sense among the 
masses of the British democracy, and that 
sense téaches them that the issues 
raised by any suspicion of bad faith 
towards the sister democracies of the 
Dominions would be very wide and grave, 
indeed. They know that tnose Dominions 
have the same general views and the same 
aspirations as themselves. They know that 
im a world still reeling under the shock of 
war the British Empire stands firm, and that 
its widely scattered les remain one in 
their belief in its idea's and their faith in its 
destiny. * 

That declaration of the Conference com- 
mands the approval of their understandin 
and stirs the warmest and the deepest feel- 
ings of their hearts. They will not lightly 
suffer these common ideals to be overclouded 
and this common destiny to be imperilled. 
General Smuts and Mr. Massey are not to be 
blamed for their fears. But their love of this 
new bulwark for the cause of men reated on 
the foundations of the old has beguiled them. 


We do not believe that any English party, or 
combination of parties, would think of giving 
substance to their alarms,

THE CHUCIAL OUESTION. 


Commenting editorially upon the Conven- 
tions which have been conducted during the 
last few days between the French and Ger- 
man Governments, 7’he Times remarks that 
M. Poincaré has at last admitted that passive 
resistance has ceased, and has indicated the 
possibility of some modification of the régime 
m the occupied areas. If, proceeds The 
Times, he had recognised the cessation of 
passive resistance at the time when this 
weapon was openly abandoned by the Strese- 
mann Government in September, the position 
of France, of Germany, and even of Great 
Britain, might have been very different at 
this moment, For the rest M. Poincaré makes 
no answer to the crucial question that consti- 
tutes the essence of the German appeal. 

Reparations, he points out, are a matter for 
the Riparations Commission, and the adminis- 
tration of the Ruhr and the Rhineland is the 
concern of the various occupying authorities. 
Meanwhile, events are taking their own course, 
and the devious and. difficult ways by which 
closer relations are being established between 
Germany and France are certainly of particu- 
lar interest to this country. For the moment, 
perhaps, it is more important to watch the 
movements of the German heavy industry than 
those of the distracted and bewildered Ger- 
man State. The committees that are now 
being constituted by the Reparations Commis- 
sion ought soon to be in a position to throw 
a clearer light on these difficult problems. 


M. POINCARE’S REPLY. 


KEEPING OPEN THE DOOR, 

In a message from Paris last night. The 
Times. Correspondent states:—It is rot 
claimed that the reply of M. Poincaré to the 
German demand to enter into direct conversa- 
tions of Government with Government car-les 
us much: farther, but diplomatic circles «re 
insist that the French Prime Minister has 
been: careful to keep open the door for 
negutiation.

The Lord Mayor of Dublin yesterday, at a 
meeting of thé Corporation, ruled out, oí order 
recommendations as to the reorganisation of 
the clerical staff of the Electricity and Public 
Lighting Committee, and a revision of salaries. 

In stating his reasons for taking this step, 
the Lord Mayor said—<As the financial affairs 
of the country are; in a transitory stage, as 
unemployment is more general than it has 
been ever before; as stark, naked hunger has 
entered the homes of thousands of our people, 
particularly in this city, | think it is the duty 
of this Corporation te save every penny that 
they can legitimately, and pave the way for a 
reduced rate in the coming year. 

In my opinion it is high rates, increases of 
salaries, the pensioning of officials who are 
well able to work, and high wages to the 
few, which prevents industries from flourish- 
ing, causes unemployment and starvation, 
aa coupled with the wanton and deliberate 
destruction which has taken place during the 
past six years, causes most, if not all, of our 
uusery to-day. bu, art I have made 
up my mind for the short time that I may 
be here to rule out every expenditure, whether 
it is provided in the estimates or not, except 
where it is absolutely necessary for the carry- 
ing on of the work of the Corpcration in the 
interests of the citizens. 

I know that this action will meet with 
strenuous opposition.“ I will be told that I 
am trampling on the rights of members. I! 
know that 1 will be threatened with legal 
proceedings, as I have been alreatly, but these 
are times, as in the past, when a man who 
occupies the position of Lord Mayor of Dublin 
has to take many risks. I think that the 
members of the Council will stand behind me 
in this matter. (Hear, hear.) As this ex- 
penditure, in my opinion, as I am sure it is 
In yours, is not necessary for carrying on the 
work of the city in the interests of the 
citizens, I rule this whole report out of order. 

Mr. Raul said that the report was prepared 
by the Committee, who had the interests of 
the city at heart, as well as the Corporation, 
and it ought to receive consideration. 

Lord Mayor—I rule it out of order. 

The discussion on the matter then ended. 

VACANT ALDERMANSHIP. 

By 17 votes to 9 it was decided to declare 
vacant the seat of Alderman held by Captain 
Sean McGarry, who had not attended 
meetings of the Corporation for six months. 

A list of those members of the Council whe 
had been absent for six months was read. 

The High Sheriff (Alderman Hubbard Clark’ 
said that it seemed to him that, having dealt 
with Captain McGarry, they should deal with 
other absentees. 

The Lord Mayor said that the others had 
not been disqualified. 

UNEMPLOYMENT AND WAGES. 

Mr. McIntyre said that some time eyo the 
Ministry of Local Government notified th 
Streets Committee (of which he was Chairman! 
that they were prepared to give £10,190 íor 
road work. One of the conditions was that 
the money would be spent on trunk roads 
and the second was that the men to bs 
employed, as far as possible, should be ex. 
Army men. The Streets Committee considered 
these conditions very carefully, and sent a 
deputation to wait upon the Minister, and 
they pointed out that if the money was to be 
spent on main roads it would be of little avail 
as far as Dublin was concerned, as all the 
trunk roads were in a good condition. They 
suggested that the money might be expended 
on a new road which it was proposed to make 
at Malahide, and also in repairing other roads 
They received a letter on December 5th from 
the Ministry of Local Government, stating 
that they were prepared to consider the sug. 
guestions of the Corporation on the matter 
of improvement of thoroughfares which were 
not trunk roads. but that the wages should 
not exceed £2 10s. a week. 

The Committee wrote in reply that they 
did not coysider that £2 10s. a week was a 
reasonable “wage for men working on the 
streets, and asking the Local Government 
Department for a reply Wy the 17th. That 
morning he got a letter from the Minister, 
stating that he hoped to furnish a definite 
reply to the letter during the week. He got 
into touch with the Ministry that morning, 

he was asked for another day or two to 
enable the. Ministry to consider the matter 
and to further consider the question of wages. 
He asked the Corporation to hold over its 
decision on the matter until they got a reply. 
They might settle the matter. It was up to 
everyone to do what he could to secure em- 
ployment for the unfortunate men who wer 
going about Dublin at present. The state of 
ublin, as far as unemployment was con- 
cerned, was the worst that he ever remem- 


The Lord Mayor—It is appalling. 
THE SACKVILLE STREET RUINS. 

Mr. Mcintyre said that this was about the 
worst. period that Dublin had ever gone 
through. He had been considering the ques- 
tion of clearing the sites in Upper O'Connell 
street. He was wondering who was re- 
sponsible for the delay in the matter. He 
understood. that the Reconstruction Committee 
was in charge of this matter, and he would 
like to see them getting a move on. He sug. 
gested that the owners of the destroyed

They 
were anxious to get rid of the English Local 
Government Board. They did get rid of 
them; but, though the name was changed, 
the same Roman hand was controlling the 
affairs.

Now, again, however, the pro- 
duction im that country has be to fall off, 
and it would seem pretty certain that we are’ 
not far off the point at which demand will 
again overtake eu Ii one follows the 
course of the world’s production and of prices 
over a long period of years, it will be seen 
that there is in oil, as in most other com- 
modities, an automatic action and reaction, 
accounted for by the fact that a iod of 
high prices gives a stimulus to ion in 
the poorer fields, where producmg costs are 
high, whieh for a time causes the y to 
overtake demand, and that a period of low 
prices has the contrary effect. over- 
production of to-day is the direct résult of 
the abnormally high prices current during and 
immediately subsequent to the war. e low 
prices current to-day must inevitably, in their 
turn, lead to the cessation or ion of 
drilling in these fields—the oil from 
which forms in aggregate a large 
portion of the world’s total supply to 
the consequent reduction of the quantity of 
oil produced to a point at which = will 
— be overtaken by demand. is swing 
of the pendulum in oil is a certainty—but 
whether the return swing in the direction of 
demand overtaking supply, and consequent 
higher prices now or not is 
largely a matter of opinion.

WHAT EVERYONE KNOWS. 

No one who has had the least experience of 
the os business would ever ry expect- 
ing that every prospecting and drillin ra- 
tion carried out in the seareh for additional 
sources of su would lead to the finding 
of a paying Everyone knows that the 
only real test of the value of a field is the 
drill. When we take up a concession we 
adopt every precaution we can before em- 
barking on any considerable expenditure, first 
by having it examined and re u by 
experienced geologists, and then only pro- 
ceeding to test it by the drill if the geologists’ 
reports are satisfactory. But, as most of you 
are aware, geology is not an exact science so 
fer as defining whether oil is, or is not, 
present in comercial quantities in any given 
area of supposed petroliferous territory, and 
we should consider ourselves very fortunate, 
indeed, and the expenditare connected with 
them as amply justified, if only one out of 
every ten of our test drilling operations 
resnited in the preving of a remunerative 
field; but you will be pleased to learn that, 
as a matter of fact, the operations which we 
have been carrying on have so far consider- 
ably exceeded this proportion of successes, and 
that the new territory so far proved as the 
result of these operations is of a value far in 
excess of the amount expended on the whole 
of our testing operations since our company 
first came into existence. (Hear, hear.) 

ESSENTIALS OF THE BUSINESS. 

I will now deal with the other direction in 
which it has been suggested that we have 
made enormous ‘‘ losses ' —wis., in our capital

From that t of view, our ases w 
the cost buildi was high would, of 
course, have gn very oues, as he 
would not have had the indirect advantages 
which we, as an oil company, have gained 
by the creation oí a fleet capable of carrying 
all the oil we produce and refine. As | have 
pointed out on a previous occasion, our tanker 
fleet is in effect only an extension of our pipe 
lines, both bei Yor the purpose of trans- 
porting our oil from the wells to the, con- 
suming markets. And our fleet of tankers is 
just as much an essential of our businesg as 
a whole as our pipelines, our refineries, our 
distributing organisations, our motor lorries, 
or even the tms in which we deliver our 
»etrol to the consamer. As a matter of fact, 
owever, even looking at the cost of our 
fleet from the point of view of a ig, 
the position is by no meana unsatisfactory, 
for not only have we always written off the 
customary depreciation, but we have from 
year to year written off large sums of extra 
depreciation, with the result that its cost— 
and it is practically a new fleet-—now stands 
in our books at a very moderate figure, and 
any difference between this figure and the 
probable replacement cost to-day is fully 
covered by our reserves.

GOVERNMENT SHARES. 
I might here also refer to another rumaur 
affecting our company, confirmation of which 
actually been given in the House of 
Commons by the Chancellor of the Exchequer.

CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS. 

Some curiosity has expressed as to 
whether or not we shall require to make any 
further capital issues. As mentioned last 
year, and, as I have further explained to-day, 
we have been and still are meeting our capita! 
requirements to & large extent out of revenue, 
and we see no reason at present for antici- 
pating that this source will not suffice for all 
our requirements. In any case, should any 
further finance be required in connection with 
the ing out of our present programme, 
it will be only of a temporary nature, and to 
meet this it is not considered necessary by the 
Board to commit the company to any further 
permanent obligations of a burdensome 
character. (Appiause.) It is, however, open 
to us, under the Articles of Association, 
should the need at any time arise to create 
an additional £5,000,000 of Debenture Stock. 

As mentioned in the report, the last issue 
of Ordinary shares was again very largely 
over-subscribed, and, as in the case of the 
previous issue, we had great difficulty in 
satisfying the demands of applicants. Since 
this issue was made the market price of these 
shares has—in common with most other (hi 
shares, and as a result of the fall in the 
value of oil products—undergone a substan- 
tial decline, accentuated, no doubt, by the 
unfounded rumours which have been current, 
but, as you will have gathered irom my pre- 
vious remarks, I do not think any of the 
shareholders who subscribed for the shares 
as an investment will ultimately have any 
reason for regretting their bargain.

PRODUCTION. 

I now come to the most important branch 
of our business—viz., production—on which 
the whole future prosperity of our company 1s 
based, and in this connection I am pleased 
to say that I have again nothing but good 
news to give you. .
